REMINDERS TO CLUBS: 

RESULTS: All results must be ’phoned in by the HOME team to the 

Secretary of the V.S.F. (Telephone Nos. 94-4304, 94-4112) immediately after 
termination of the match. 

KICK-OFF: All matches must commence not later than 2.45 p.m. 

REFEREES: All Referees must be paid prior to commencement of 

the match. If an official Referee is not present, the two Clubs shall appoint a 
referee by mutual arrangement, failing which the home team shall appoint a 
Referee 

PROTESTS: No protest will be considered if received after seventy-two 
(72) hours from the date of the match and cheque for £2/2/- (being protest 
fee) must be,attached to protest. One copy of the protest must be forwarded 
to the opposing team. 

FIXTURES: No fixture may be altered without the approval of the Fix¬ 
tures Committee, and requests for alteration must be made at least eight (8) 
days before the match. 

TEAM SHEETS: Each Club must complete two team sheets prior to the 
commencement of the match and shall hand them to the Referee who shall 
forward one copy to the V.S.F. and hand the other copy to the opposing team. 

REGISTRATION OF PLAYERS: No player shall take part in any match 
without having signed a Registration Form. All Registration Forms shall be 
sent to the V.S.F. not later than seven (7) days after signing and not later 
than twenty-four (24) hours after the match in which the player competes. 

CLUB COLOURS: When Club colours are similar, the VISITING team shall 
change colours. 

LINESMENS FLAGS: Each HOME Club is required to provide flags for 
two linesmen. 

SAWDUST: A ample supply of sawdust must be made available for 

ground markings. 

GROUND MARKINGS: Every effort must be made to provide proper ground 
markings. DO NOT LEAVE THE RESPONSIBILITY TO YOUR LOCAL 
COUNCIL. 

CORNER FLAGS: Flags must not be less than the required FIVE (5) FEET 
in height. 

NUMBER OF PLAYERS: Any team shall consist of NOT LESS than Seven 
(7) players. 

IDENTIFICATION OF PLAYERS: All players must be attired in shirts 
carrying correct and proper numbers. 

DRESSING ACCOMMODATION: Where possible Clubs are requested to 
provide separate Dressing Rooms for Referees and Linesmen. 

POLICE PROTECTION: All Club Secretaries are required to inform Police of 
exact duties to be performed. This relates to the safe conduct of the Referees. 
If the Police do not co-operate a report shall be forwarded to the Federation. 

TEAM SHEETS: Clubs are requested to closely study the instructions on 
the Team Sheets. No person may enter the field of play unless approved by 
the Referee.
